Although they are supposed to act in an advisory capacity only* they are said 
to wield considerable influence over the German commanders of those units* The 
Sovietniks are billetted in the Komendatura nearest to tho unit they have been 
assigned to^ They wear German police uniforms while on duty*. Off duty they are 
permitted to wear civilian clothes® Source contends that Petr&kovsky himself 
ordered German uniforms for the boviotr&ks* The Sovietniks wear the same rank 
insignia as the school commandants and the chiefs of the Bereitschaften* Source 
heard a rumor to the effect that an imjjortant Soviet was going to arrive from 
Moscow who is slated to become the ^ovietnik on Zaisser*s staff® 


All training manuals* aids* etc* ai*e prepared by Germans® They are later trans« 
la ted into Russian* checked and edited by the proper Soviet authorities* and re- 
translated into German®
